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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 



1. Claims 1-18 and 21-32 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The best prior 
art of record, Smithson et al. (US 5,654,873), Hileman et al. (US 5,751,551), Bolognia 
(US 6,084,768), and Young et al. (US 6,018,456), taken alone or in combination fails to 
teach or fairly suggest a computer system comprising a hard drive mounting structure 
comprising a hard drive assembly comprising: a hard drive; a chassis including a 
retaining portion comprising a top plate and a bottom plate; and a handle rotatably 
connected to the retaining portion between the top plate and the bottom plate, and 
being rotatable about an axis perpendicular to the top and bottom plates as claimed in 
claims 1 and 25. Claims 2-18 and 21-24 are dependent claims from claim 1, and claims 
26-32 are dependent claims from claim 25.
